Coroner's Summing Up. 
The summing up of the coroner 
Dr, Forim, dealt with the facts of 


the case briefly, and he reminded the 
jury as an important feature tprat no 
evidence had actually been shown of 
a satisfactory character, that the 
shooting was accidental, and that 
therefore, if they declared that the 
shooting was accidental, they might 


really be preventing justice being 
done. The jury, said the coroner 
was not a preliminary court, and a 
verdict along the lines he had indi 
cated would enable the crown te 
probe the case more fully. 


Vale's Evidence Discounted, 


In beginning his summing up, the 
coroner declared that the admissions 
made by Vale that morning would 
convince them that the weight of 
his evidence must he ‘considerablp 
discounted Vale jhad admitted he 
perjured himself to save Strasburg 
and no adequate reason whatever had 
been shown for such an act 

It was quite possible ,said the cor 
oner, that Mrs, Butler had shot her 
husbana, not knowing the revolver to 
be loaded, and if the revolver had not 
gone off the first time this might in 
deed have confirmed her | nthe idea 
that the revolver was not loaded, But 
he thought ft well to . remind the 
ury, in a case like this especially 
that their function was not that of 
preliminary court of justice 

Sale of Firearms Too Common, 

In closing, the coroner declared 
that he thought the sale of firearms 
far too common, and als the carr) 
ing of firearms and he hoped the po 
lice would do their utmost to stop 
it. 

Vale is at present held by the po
